There are too many carriers, 


all supplying excess flights, for 
their own good and for 
the 


industry's total wellbeing. At the 
same time the industry should 
not be swung over to that benign 
regulation which has hobbled the 
rails for three generations. 


The alternative is the govern- 


ment ownership theory. 


Bearing in mind today's sorry 


condition in the Post Office, that 
choice should be the last thing 
the public would want.

ment retains all the benefits of 
increased 
efficiency in 
profits 


instead of passing a portion of 
the savings on to the consumer. 


Having noted these and other 


potential 
interferences 
to 
the 


theory of productivity, there is 
still much truth in the premise 
that no industrial society 
can 


continue to progress unless it can 
continue to increase its rate of 
productivity. 


Judged by this score, Amer- 


ican industry faces a challenge. 
For a number of years prior to 
the mid-1960s, productivity, as 
measured by total output divided 
by man-hours expended, rose at

percent. In the last several years 
this rate has been declining, and 
last year figured out to less than 
1 per cent. 


This is not good enough for a

[Three Statewide Proposals To Decide 


Voters here and across Mich- 


igan will decide three statewide 
propositions, two of them pro- 
posed amendments to the Mich- 
igan constitution. 


Proposal A would permit the 


state to borrow $100 million to 
build low-income housing. Pro- 
posal B would lower the state 
minimum voting age from 21 to 
18, and Proposal C \vould ban 
public aid to non-public schools 
and students. 


The last two proposals would 


amend the state constitution. 
The 18-year-old vole may be a 
moot question if the U.S. Su- 
preme Court rules as constitu- 
tional a recently enacted federal 
law that lowers the voting age 
to 18 all across the U.S.
